Matters to be pꝛopoſed and determined therein, as they in their Royal Wiſdom ſhall 
think ii. wohlch Acts, O2ders and Conſtitutions, being Recozded in the Books of 
Council and dulp publiſhed, are to be obſerved and obeyed by all His Ma jeſties Subjects,
